DIVINE APPROVAL AND HUMAN 
CONSENT 


io O YOU have any difficulty in consenting 

to receive good from heaven? Do you 

find that, even when you pray, you are 

not believing that you shall receive? 
Do you seem to think that your prayers, de- 
sires,.and. actions do not have the approval of 
God? Then you need to understand divine ap- 
proval and be ready to recognize and consent 
to it. 

Know the truth that God approves of every 
good and worthy thing. Know that not a de- 
sire of yours that is based upon Spirit and 
Truth can be denied you. Realize that every 
worthy and righteous prayer has divine ap- 
proval. You need but to consent to this, to 
agree mentally with God. 

Many a person approaches the throne of 
heaven, spiritual consciousness, in a great spirit 
of prayerfulness. He has a sense of exaltation. 
He feels himself lifted up to the presence of 
God. He almost senses the reality of the thing 
for which he has so earnestly prayed. Then— 
he drops back! Two negative attitudes become 
his. He feels a sense of unworthiness as he 
approaches the majestic presence of God, and 
he has a feeling that God will overlook his re- 
quest. He doubts divine approval and, also, 
lacks ability to consent to the goodness of God. 

He is like a climber who, reaching almost 
the summit of a mountain peak, is so overcome 
by the thought of what he is about to accom- 
plish that he takes the next step with trepida- 
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tion. He is like a prince coming into the pres- 
ence of the king, his father, and frightened 
by the temerity of his asking, although knowing 
full well that the king will consent to his re- 
quest. 

The petitioner must lose all feeling of un- 
worthiness. He must give up the feeling that 
the Father will disapprove of his prayer. He 
must know that, if he asks in confidence that 
he will receive, God will approve of his request. 
In fact, he must be so confident of God’s co- 
operation in the matter that his prayer loses 
the significance of a petition and takes on the 
character of simple asking. 

Were we to think of God as not giving His 
approval to prayers for peace, health, and sup- 
ply, what would God be to us? Surely, not a 
Father of love. Surely, not the Father of a 
child whose part it is to glorify Him through 
manifesting His image and likeness. Surely, 
not a Father if He would not do all in His power 
to give His loved children health and the 
necessities of life! We all readily agree that 
yw righteous prayer has the full approval of 

od. 

Our arriving at the place where we are will- 
ing to be receptive to the good that God has 
in store for us often presents some problems. 
There is the age-old belief that man is not the 
image and likeness of God—life, health, 
strength, and perfection—but the image and 
likeness of disease, weakness, and decrepitude. 
There is the belief that God may withhold good 
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from man. There is the thought that God may 
refuse health to us, or discipline us by giving 
us disease. 


We have to get away from the idea that God 
has both disease and health at His disposal, 
both to choose from in selecting something ac- 
cording to our merits. This idea takes us away 
from Truth. When we invest God with human 
frailties we lose sight of His divinity. In Truth, 
He is like the sun radiating sunshine to one 
and to all. We might as well stand in the sun- 
shine and ask the sun to shine on us according 
to our sins or virtues as expect God to limit 
Himself in our behalf. 


God always approves of every righteous 
prayer. He is always giver, never withholder. 
He is a power in our life that is always seek- 
ing expression, striving to manifest more of 
Himself in us that we may be complete in Him. 
To the extent that we are unhappy, unhealthy, 
incomplete, we fail to glorify God. Certainly 
we cannot think of God as putting His stamp 
of approval upon us when we fail to manifest 
Him in our life. 

In order to consent to receive the good 
things in life we must follow to some extent 
the line of reasoning and the instructions that 
have just been given. We best give such consent 
by giving up the old ideas that we have had 
about God and prayer. We become positive 
to the good by ceasing to be negative to it. We 
still the old line of argument that has defeated 
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our purpose when we establish in our mind a 
new line of thinking. 


Begin to look upon prayer as something posi- 
tive. God’s attitude toward you is positive, 
affirmative! This is the nature of divine ap- 
proval. Your attitude toward Him must be 
likewise. Therein you consent! Approval and 
consent, therefore, are similar. Since you can 
know divine approval only through spiritual 
consciousness, and therein sense this approval 
as something confident, definite, affirmative, and 
positive, you find that it becomes a positive 
factor in your own mind even as your expectant 
attitude toward God is positive. 

We can see that when we enter the prayer- 
ful attitude, when we pray the prayer of Spirit, 
we must lose the old concept of prayer as a 
negative, hit-or-miss proposition. We see that 
when we come into the proper relation with 
God, when we enter into His presence, the an- 
swer to our prayer comes. When this truth 
becomes universally known and accepted we 
shall enter into a new era of living. Think of 
our living in such close relation with God that 
we know that He is with us at all times, giving 
of Himself according to our needs! Will this 
simple truth not revolutionize what is now 
known as Christianity? Positive prayer, and 
man positive to it! God approving of man, and 
man consenting to God’s wishes for more life 
and happiness! The power and magic of 
prayer utilized upon every occasion! 











UNEMPLOYMENT 





sions that appear to ci man’s 
comfort and well-being. Prominent 
among these fallacies are those of financial 
panics, losses, and general unemployment. A 
contagion of fear thought spreads like a subtle 
gas, and man becomes inoculated with fear and 
the belief in disturbed finances. 

Strange to say, the situation of unemploy- 
ment that recently made itself felt all over the 
nation was, in a measure, different from pre- 
vious situations of its kind. This time the 
cause of it was so apparent that, even to those 
who ordinarily would not be expected to see 
such a cause, it was as obvious as the effect 
produced—and that cause was: bad psychology! 
On every hand esteemed leaders in the nation’s 
thought have denounced the propaganda of lack 
as foolish. They have seen a great nation 
plunge itself into a state of unemployment for 
many of its people because of a baseless but in- 
sidious fear. 

The cry of “hard times” spreads like wild- 
fire unless intelligent and brave minds get to 
work at its incipience. Since the contagion 
spreads through thought, thought must be the 
power that hinders its progress and stamps it 
out. Since “bad psychology,” wrong thinking, 
is at the base of the belief in hard times, 
panics, or unemployment, then right thinking 
becomes the corrective. 


When the newspapers take up the belief in 
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unemployment, voice is given to the propaganda 
and those who read begin to be filled with fear 
in finances. Were the papers just as eager to 
give us the thought of prosperity, they could do 
inestimable good. When employers are infected 
with the thought of a nation-wide state of un- 
employment, they, too, begin to enter into the 
seeming conspiracy to-bring about unemploy- 
ment. The fear spreads and affects those em- 
ployed who do not know the truth of Being. 

Numerous letters come to us from those who 
have handled correctly the thought of supply 
and have remained in their positions. Em- 
ployers, too, who know how to think in a situa- 
tion of this kind have remained true to princi- 
ple and have retained the full force of em- 
ployees. 

The individual must see that every condi- 
tion that affects him or his affairs is one that 
derives from some situation in the mental 
world. This is his clew to handling it. His 
thought of Truth must correct fear of and belief 
in unemployment. Under no condition must 
he allow himself to throw the weight of his 
thought on the side of the Adversary. He must 
not consent to the belief that unemployment is 
necessary or existent in the mind of Truth. 

The person who finds himself related to this 
belief must treat the situation until he realizes 
his freedom from it. He must realize that his 
employment in the outer world of activity is 
but secondary to his being about his Father’s 
business: thinking thoughts of truth, prosper- 
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ity, activity, success. In other words, if he is 
found to be rightly employed in mind, he need 
not fear unemployment in the outer world. 

Several years ago the writer was asked to 
give a metaphysical statement to a student who 
had had a succession of losses, loss of money 
and loss of position. The statement flashed into 
mind, “My supply came with me from God and 
is always where Iam.” In those few words is 
embodied the very truth that man in Spirit can 
never be apart from his good, his success, his 
prosperity. He cannot be separated from these 
through fear or the propaganda of lack. His 
position is definitely defined in the mind of 
Spirit. It is always where he is, and he is 
where it is. If he knows this truth it acts 
as an antidote to the cry of lack, failure, panic, 
unemployment. 

If you believe that your supply or advance- 
ment comes from man, then to you it is de- 
pendent upon man’s caprices. If you believe 
that it can be in some place other than where 
you are, then it can be lost or withheld from 
you. These beliefs but further the unworthy 
cause of unemployment. Coupled with such 
fallacies as beliefs in stock-market crashes, ne- 
cessity of curtailing expenses, decrease in pro- 
duction, they tend to oppose the truth of man’s 
permanent place in his Father’s business. 

Let every change in the outer world but 
serve to direct you to something better. Know 
that your supply is God-given, unaffected by 
conditions of the world.

™ apparent injustice of persons or cir- 
cumstances. Rise to that height from which 
you can smile at the appearance of material 
things that seek to be observed as things of 
substance, things of reality. Let your soul be 
exalted in victory. Let it smile. 


The most transitory things in the universe 
are those things which men often empower with 
the ability to make them sad and depressed. 
Oftentimes those things and situations that seem 
to rob us of the ability to smile are later observed 
as almost beneath our rightful field of atten- 
tion. How ridiculous they seem to us when we 
know the truth! How we smile in victory when 
we have risen to the consciousness of our as- 
cendancy over them! 

Smile in victory! Smile at the utter defeat 
of the seeming power of material things. Rise 
to those heights on which you can stand so 
closely identified with the principle of Being 
that you feel that you can no longer be swayed 
by persons, things, and circumstances. Let the 
very Spirit of Christ within you smile its ap- 
proval at your victory. 

Personal attachment to external things is a 
mistake. If a person makes this attachment, 
then he is in the position of being happy or un- 
happy according to the seeming condition of 
things. His soul is bound to them through the 
bondage of his belief. He has deprived himself 
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of the freedom that comes from nonattachment. 


If we give other persons the power to make J 
us unhappy, then we give our happiness into a 
their hands and we are robbed of soul freedom, 8 
soul joy. The mother who is anxious about her le 
son thinks that her worry is indicative of her g 
loyalty to him. She can do little for him si 
through worry but infinitely much through ris- r 
ing to a consciousness of his victory in Truth. 

A teacher of Truth once said that the sense h 
of joy that comes at the time of a demonstration ad 
is something that the demonstration always a 
awaits and that our hoped-for demonstration 
had been postponed for lack of this joy. Does 
it not follow that if we rise to the heights of joy V 
we shall defeat the false claim of time or of de- c 
lay in demonstration? Do we not see that there tl 
is such a close relation between exaltation and fi 
demonstration that we master the secret of com- , 
pleting a demonstration when we discover the s 
true worth of joy? li 

The teachings of New Thought, Christian a 
Science, Unity, and various other societies of 
practical Christianity and optimistic psychol- 3 
ogy have taught us how to smile. We have 
been taught to disregard the false claim of per- t 
sons, things, and external circumstances. The | 
power of our inner Christ has been so empha- . 
sized that the very Spirit within us smiles in 
victory. How the world has needed a religion 8 
of smiles! How men have fought against it, 0 
calling it antichristian and underestimating the 8 
force of its optimism! j c 
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The pessimistic person closes his mind to the 
joy of Spirit. He might be totally immersed in 
a world of joy and still refuse to smile. He 
seeks to be convinced of optimism. He chal- 
lenges the humor of a situation when he should 
give it the benefit of the doubt. He holds his 
soul as if it were in the hollow of his hand. He 
refuses to let it smile. 

The person who knows the truth of life and 
his relation to life can smile. Established in 
spiritual consciousness, he can laugh at the little 
affairs in life that formerly made him sigh. 
“He that sitteth in the heavens will laugh.” 

Does something today seem to depress you? 
Why not realize the truth of the situation? If 
Christ within you is greater than anything in 
the world, then you can declare yourself, af- 
firm your supremacy over material conditions. 
You can even smile at your previous efforts to 
refrain from smiling. You can laugh as you 
live in those heavenly heights on which you 
are lord over your world. 

Smile in victory! Why? Because Spirit 
within you is ever victorious. It can know no 
defeat. Everything in the world of externality 
and appearances must bow before it. Its vic- 
tory is ultimate. Even as superficial smile pre- 
sages the coming of one that is more substantial. 

Remember that joy is essential to demon- 
stration. Cease all worrying over the outcome 
of your affairs. Smile! Laugh! Feel your- 
self so full of joy that nothing in all this world 
can distress you.

MAORRY and anxiety come because of the 

WA individual’s failure to have the proper 

wpa trust in God. He fails to realize that 

God will deliver him from any adverse 

experience.

We can easily give up worry when our trust 
in God and our faith in ourselves are sufficient 
to offset worry.

Justice is a working out of the perfect law 
of Spirit. By this law we receive just com- 
pensation. God as infinite justice does not with- 
hold His justice at any time. Only the individual 
can hold himself apart from justice. His be- 
nighted thought alone can make him think of 
injustice as having any power or place in his 
world. 

Justice calls to mind two aspects of itself. 
There is the justice that we hope to merit from 
others, and there is the justice that we show 
toward them. If a person has a well-rounded 
consciousness of justice, then he must expect 
to be as just with others as he might wish 
others to be with him. Our just treatment of 
others helps us to arrive at that place in con- 
sciousness in which we can neither know in- 
justice nor experience it.
